| He Says the Compromise Shows All the 
Earmarks of Secret Trading. 

Wasuinetonr, D. C., May 8:—Mr. Reed of 
Maine authorizes the followmg concerning 
the tariff amendments made public today:

Evidently it will be the duty of 
the Senate fully to investigate these pro 
amendments, for when a Committee of Figance 
refuses hearings because it khows intuitively all 
things, but finds by some kind of back-stairs in- 
fluence that it has made 400 mistakes, it is evi- 
dent that the committee will bear watching.

DRAMATISTS ASK FOR PROTECTION. 


They Want the Pirating Business to Be 
Speedily Suppressed. 

Wasnineatron, D. C., May 8.—Bronson How- 
ard, President of the American Dramatists’ 
ciub; Charles Bernard, J. I. Clarke, David 
Belasco, Harrison Grey Fiske, and other per- 
sons interested in the drama are actively at 
work in the interest of bills for the protection 
of playwrights and theatrical managers. The 
object sought is the extension of the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States Circuit Courts so as 
to provide that when an injunction is granted 
by a United States Circuit Judge restraining 
the production of any dtamatic or operatic 
organization the injunction shall operate in 
all other circuits of the United States 
unless set aside after proper notice 
and hearing. Ina statement made to the 
Senate committee today Mr. Howard de- 
clared that the evil of pirating plays has 
grown in defiance of the copyright laws to 
such an extent that writers and managers 
have given up copy righting them. The busi- 
ness of pirating, he said, had grown to such 
an extent as to command the attention of 
Congress. It was assisted by some of the 
publishing houses, which offered to sell 
printed copies of the plays. The business in- 
terests involved, he declared, were enurmous 
and the legislation sought to be obtained was 
necessary to protect them. Mr, Howard read 
numerous letters from managers and play- 
wrights saying that it was impossible to se- 
cure any protection under existing laws. Mr. 
Howard received assurances thatthe bill he 
advogated would be reported to the Senate 
favorably without amendment.

The amendments to the Wilson bill which 
have been prepared in the hope that the méas- 
ure thus modified may receive the votes of 
forty-four Senators have been made public. 
These proposed changes are good as far! as 
they go, for they give more protection than 
the House bill. But it would have beeh sim- 


go farther still, and deciare that the McKin- 
ley law should not be disturbed. | 

Nothing would be easier or wiser than for 
the Democrats to say that while they did say 
in their Chicago platform they would passa free 
trade tariff bill, they have changed their minds 
because they have discovered from trial that 
it will not do..

The Southern Senators agree to this not be- 
cause they want to but because the stub- 
born resistance of a few Northern Dem- 
ocrats has convinced them they must 
take what they can get or tney will get 
nothing. These Northern Senators, seeing 
their States slipping from them and their 
seatsin danger, have withstood with more 
firmness than usual the bulldozing of the 
Southern wing of the party. 

The amendments are an improvernent in 
that they replace in many instances‘ ad 
valorem by specific duties, That sneaking, 
underhanded way of cutting down what pro- 
tection a duty may give, by enabling the im- 
porters to under value their goods, which Was 
carried to such an extent in the original bill 
and to a still greater extent in the first batch 
of amendments of the Finance committee has 
been abandoned in part. The agricultgral 
schedule has been changed so that in many 
respects it is nearer the McKinley than ‘the 
Wilson bill. This has been done to pacify the 
farmers, especially along the Canadian 
border, but they prefer the present law to this 
last substitute. The iron, steel, and cutlery 


fixed the duty on steel rails at 20 per cent ad 
valorem. It is proposed now to make it seven- 
twentieths of a cent a pound, which is ‘the 
equivalent of 26 percent ad valorem, The 
duties on cotton fabrics, especially the cheaper 
ones, are to be raised. The advance on the 
Wilson bill is greater here than anywhere 
else, the reason being that the South is niore 
interested in the manufacture of cotton than 
of any other article. Hence this industry is 
speciaily favored, as are the agricultural prod- 


expensive cottons not maie at the South is 
not as great as on the cheaper ones, although 
the Democrats are talking continually about 
their desire to make duties much heavier on 
the articles the poor man uses but little of 
than those of which he is a large contzumer. 
The duties on carpets are to be advanced 5 
per cent, but with this exception the woolens 
schedule is hardly touched. Woolen pode 
are not made at the South.

LABOR SHARE OF PRODUCTION. f 

The census reports show that there was a 
steady increase in the wages paid to A mer- 
ican workmen in the ten years ending in 
1890. In 1880 a total of 2,732,595 work- 
ers received $947,953,795 in wages, beiug at 
the rate of $346.90 to each, while in 1890 
the number of workers was 4,711, 882, and 
they received 52.282, 823,265 as wages, be- 
ing an average of $483.25 to each toller. 
The increase in annual compensation was a 
little more than 39 per cent, Bach 
toiler received on the average $189. 30 
in 1890 for the amount of toil that 
wis compensated with $100 ten years pte vi- 
ously. Furthermore, the reports show that 
a total of 4,211 billion dollars of value was 
added to the raw materials used in ménu- 
factures of 1890, of which the wages paid 
constituted 54 per cent, without making any 
allowance for the labor employed in making 
that raw material” ready for use, or: for 
the labor that had been employed in ¢on- 
structing the buildings and machinery nebes- 
sary to the performance of the work, 
Yet Senator Peffer has intimated a de 
sire: to have strikes and tramp armies 
and other dangerous things go on till the 
working people have secured their ‘share of 
the increased production’ resulting from the 
employment of machinery.

MISFORTUNES OF THE CHICAGO ARMY. 
Misfortune has overtaken the Chicago con- 
tingent of the commonweal in the wilds of 
Indiana. Gen. Randall’s army left Chi- 
cago but a few days ago with flying colors, 
a trumpet, and Dr. Greet’s horse, sworn by 
solemn oath to follow its leader through good 
and adverse circumstances and never to desert 
him. As u reward for its loyalty Gen. Randall 
agreed to land his army in Washington, the 
promised land of good roads, fiat money, and 
work for those who wanted it, And now comes 
word of mutiny and the secession of a large 
part of the contingent, which is marching not 
far away from the main army under the lead- 
ership of the late Judge-Advocate-General, 
now General,“ Sullivan, with a cordon of 
Deputy Sheriffs between them, instructed to 
keep the two armies from falling foul of each 
other. As the armies now stand, one has 300, 
the other 100, and 100 more have deserted 
to seek food on their own account and trust 
no longer to the promises of either General: 

The cause of the mutiny seems to be the 
food question. If the statement of the seced- 
ers is to be believed Genu.“ Randall and 
some of the staff Captains have been living 
at hotels and furing sumptuously on ham and 
chicken, while the privates have slept on the 
wet ground and had but one ration a day and 
that mostly bread. Armies, according to Na- 
poleon, travel on their stomach, but the Ran- 
dall army hasn't a fraction of a stomach to 
travel on. There never has been food enough 
to go round since it started. Hence the out- 
break. Up to the time it reached Westville 
there has been asprinting match from point 
to point to see which faction should reach 
provisions first and thus far the Gen.“ Sulli- 
vun army seems to have been the fastest on 
its legs. At La Porte, however, there is a di- 
version, as the authorities there are deter- 
mined to separate the two armies séill further 
and compel them to resume their journey by 
different routes, so that there should be no 
danger of collision, and that farmers may not 
be menaced by a flying corps of starving, des- 
perate men. As Gen.“ Randall and his staff 
opposed the authorities they have been ar- 
rested, but probabiy will be released on the 
promise to move on. 

That the Chicago army has had a hard time 
since it left here there can be no doubt. It 
has been poorly fed and miserably sheltered. 
It has had no transportation. It has encoun- 
tered severe storms and has had to march over 
the worst of roads. The people in the towns 
and villages along ite route, while they ha ve 
displayed no hostility to the men, have mani- 
fested but little sympathy and have moved 
them on ag rapidly as possible in order to get 
rid of them. Wearied out, sick, and foot sore, 
several have fallen on the way. It is no 
wonder then that discontent has broker ont 
and that it has gone perilously near to the ex- 
treme of violence, especially when the rank 
and file observe that the so-called General 
and his staff do not suffer any special incon- 
venience, are not hungry, and have comfort- 
able sleeping places. Hugh O'Donnell, who 
accompanied the Coxey army from Massillon 
to Washington, says that the men were a 
pitiable, deluded, hopeless, helpless crowd. 
He is undoubtedly correct in his statement so 
far as the larger number of them are con- 
cerned and his remarks will apply with special 
significance to the Chicago contingent. There 
is no question that the men, or the most of 
them, were daluded by their leader, as all the 
others have been, and that he took them out 
upon this senseless pilgrimage with no fore- 
thought or plan for their comfort. They 
blindly trusted him and have found them- 
selves deceived. There is no one responsible 
for this. but Randall himself. The time is 
rapidly approaching when these armies must 
disband. Some of them already are in proc- 
ess uf disintegration. It has been a hard 
lesson but it will be a profitable one if it 
teaches the unemployed workmen who may 
be in these armies of the folly of starting off 
on a wild goose chase led by cranks, dem 
agogues, and notoriety-seekers. 


THE SPECIAL GRAND JURY. 


for the purpose of investigating the frauds 
alleged to have been committed particularly 
in the Tweaty-ninth Ward at the special elec- 
tion for Mayor last December, The jury has 
ample time and will be thorough in its re- 
searches. The conclusions which it may ar- 
rive at will be taken as true by the people. 
The Democrats, who feel icuriously uneasy 
when ahy attempt is mude to probe election 
frauds, are complaining that there are many 
Republicans and but few Democrats on the 
jury. They intimate that the Republican 
members, all of whom are reputable gentle- 
men, are going to spend their time in the 
furtherance of party ends and not in the 
vindication of the law. This will not deter 
those men from doing their duty, and-the con- 
clusions reached by them will be concurred 
in by the Demoerats—also endet men 
who are on the jury, 

In the course of their investigations the 
jurors will very likely find it necessary: to call 
for the ballots in some precincts. If in a 
precinet the judges have declared that six- 
teen men voted for one of the candidates, and 
forty men swear that they cast their votes for 
that candidate, a strong presumption is raised 
that the judges committed the offense of mak- 
ing a false canvass—an offense of a most seri- 
ous nature. It will be impossible for the 
jury to tell whether the acctisation is true or 
baseless without an examination of the bal- 
lots. They are the best evidence, and hence 
the jury shonld have hem. If a judge should 
be indicted without an examination of the 
ballots for making a false canvass he would 
be entitled on his trial, ifhe saw fit, to de. 
mand the production of the ballots as being 
evidence of his innocence. 

The jury was informed by the Judge in his 
charge that your powers to compel the at. 
tendance of witnesses and the production of 
evidence are ample.“ The jury should not 
hesitate, therefore, to call for all the evidence 
it needs, even if the demand for its produc. 
tion does harrow up the souls of nervous 
Democrats, who know there was a great deal 
of rascality practiced last December, who 
know their party organized and profited by it, 
and who think it would burt the party if these 
rascalities were exposed. They know also 
that if the active participants in these frauds 
were punished it would be harder for the 

party on subsequent occasions to get men to 
cheat for it. Without such men the party 
would be in a bad way. Hente the necessity 
for protecting the rogues who made false re- 
turns last December.

“THE INDIANA ELECTIONS. . 
The in the incorporated towns of 


Indiana were held last Monday, a week later 
than those in the cities. The latter went 
heavily Republican and so did the former. 
rr is no difference of feeling between the 
Of the large and of the small places. 
They Are agreed in thdir detestation of De- 
mocraey. In the incorporated towns, as in 
the cities, local politics cut no figure, The 
voters marked their ballots with their eyes on 
Washington. Nominally they voted for or 
against certain local candidates, Really they 
voted for or against the Wilson bill, and the 
bill got the worst of it. 


The Democratic papers of Indiana agree. 


in the admission that local questions had 
nothing todo with the disastrous defeats of 
their party. They say that their candidates 
in cities like Terre Haute and Jeffersonville 
were irreproachable, and yet they were badly 


| beaten, Had they been even better than they 


were, say these papers, they would have been 
beaten just as badly. For it is true in Indiana, 
asin Chicago and elsewhere, that the voters 
have been thinking of measures, not men, 
They have been and still are thinking exclu- 
sively of national legislation end its disastrous 
effect on their private Affairs. Local questions 
interest them but little now. 

After admitting that their defeat was not 
due to local causes the Democratic papers say 
it was owing to a tidal wave of unreason 
and false logic,“ and that the duty of the 
party is to act promptly iu Congress, pass 
the Wilson bill, and reduce the burdens of the 
people But the passage of the Wilson bill 
cannot reduve the burdens of the people. Its 
passage will force them to bear till it is re- 
pealed the burdens that weigh them down 
now.

The Indiana voters have been guilty of no 
false logie.“ They have reasoned remark- 
ably well—a great deal better than in 1892.

They had crops which brought good prices, 
or they made goods for which there was a 
proſfable demand. In 1894 they find them- 
selves, with poorly paid work, or none at all. 
Their crops bring low prices, ‘and there is no 
sale for their goods.

HE HAS NO INFORMATION.” 

Attorney-General Olney has declined to 
furnish information to the House as to wheth- 
er or not the stockholders of the Central and 
Western Pacific railroad ¢ompanies or their 
successors gr the assignees of such stock- 
holders are liable in any manner to the gov- 
ernment for reimbursement of the United 
States for bonds issued by the authority of 
Congress in aid of the building of those 
roads. Heclaims he has no legal authority 
for giving an official opinion as to the legal 
liability of stockholders. He says: It has 
been uniformly held by my predecessors from 
the very beginning of the government that 
the Attorney-General is not permitted to give 
legal advice at the call of either House of 
Congress or of Congress itself.“ 

It is perfectly absurd tg suppose that the 
trust and corporation Attorney-General 
Olney would give any opinion affirming the 
liability of the Central Pacific railroad di- 
rectors who have milked that road dry and 
cheated the government out of many millions 
of dollars. The profits they made out of 
the government credit bonds and the earnings 
of the road have enabled them to build the 
great Southern Pacific line from San Fran- 
cisco’ to New Orleans and made each of the 
„big four“ stockholders worth millions, Of 
course Olney is not the man to do ur say any- 
thing that would tend to disturb or imperil 
the hoards obtained by a vast absorp- 
tion of revenues which should have 
been applied to the liquidation of in- 
debtedness to the government. The chief 
oceasion for wonder in the matter is that any 
one should have thought him capable of acting 
contrary to the interests of the monopolists 
with whom he has been identified so long and 
intimately. It might have been known be- 
forehand that he is not the man to whom to 
apply for the information with any expecta- 
tion of obtaining it. Those who are somewhat 
cognizant of his record rather would suppose 
the aecasion offers him a strong temptation to 
give aid and. counsel to the enemies of the 
people, and this he seems to be doing in offer- 
ing his bill for the reorganization of the east- 
ern part of the Pacific system. That measure 
is drafted so as to make the people pay one- 
third the annual cost of extending the indebt- 
edness, a fact which in itself constitutes no 
small objection to his scheme. 

If real aid be wanted in the investigation 
proposed by Representative Boatner of 
Louisiana, and in the prosecution to which 
that investigation ought to lead up, it must be 
sought elsewhere than at the hands of At- 
torney-General Olney. He is not the man to 
look.to for assistance in forcing the Pacific 
tailroad cormorants to disgorge. On the 


contrary, he may be expected to be found 


using all the means whieh, juigedjby his 
standard, are honoruble to prevent the 
péople from obtaining their rights in a shape 
of a restitution of the plunder to the National 
Treagury. 


Presipeyr Exzor of Harvard College has 
recently in his official capacity made a deeis- 
ion of a political character which has brought 
down upon his head much harsh, though 
justly deserved, criticism.

As long as 
Chicago pays for the maintenance of high 
schools it is desirable that they shall be high 
schools in fact as well as in name. If pupils 
are prepared in them for entrance into the 
Chicago University it follows that those 
pupils will also be prepared to enter other 
colleges of the higher order throughoit the 
country. Of course it will be of great ad- 
vantage to the schools that-the ideal of the 
university shall be at home, that it shall be 
as intimately connected with the schools as 
the circumstances will permit. In this way 
the connection will have a wholesomely stim- 
ulating effect on the whole school system. 
Other institutions of learning will not suffer 
because the preparations for higher education 
are encouraged by the authorities of the Chi- 
cago public schools on a large, liberal, and 
sympathetic basis.

‘BELIEV ES MANY DELEGATES WILL 
1 99 9 INSTRUOTED FOR HIM. 


But Ne the Cook County Leaders 
There Is Strong Opposition to a Sena- 
torial Nomination by the State Con- 
vention=A Resolution Against the Pian 
will Probably Be Passed by the Coun- 
ty Conventiou=Members of the State 
Committee Present the Chief Problem, 


Ex-Congressman Mason professes to be 
quite eonfident that a large number of dele- 
gates in the county convention Saturday will 
be instructed by the voters at the primaries 
Friday to vote for him as a Senatorial candi- 
date. Judging from the talk among the Re- 


disappointed. The Cook County leaders. for 
the most part are opposed to a Senatorial 
nomination. They talk in favor of passing a 
resolution in the county. convention instruct- 
ing the delegates to vote against a Senatorial 
nomination in the State convention. Many 
are in favor of adding a proviso that, if 


the State convention insists on mak- 
i a vomination: the delegates from 
Cook County shall support a Cook 


County man for Senator. Mr. Mason may be 
satisfied with that. He will undoubtedly have 
a large number of warm friends in the con- 
vention of Saturday. His own ward, the 
Twelfth, will declare for him, it is said. The 
Thirteenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Nine- 
teenth, Twenty-eighth, and Twenty-ninth will 
also declare for him most likely. But in 
nearly all the other wards and preeincts and 
in the country towns no reference will be 
made to the Senatorial! candidates. Notwith- 
standing John R. Tanner’s declaration there 

will be no attempt to run a Cullom ticket in 
any ward or precinct. To do so might be to 
challenge an opposition which will otherwise 
be dormant. Col. vis has made no sign 
‘thus far. though he may yet prove a formida- 
ble candidate, more formidable than some of 
the politicians are disposed to think at this 
time, 

The Senatorial contest is not bothering the 
Republican politicians now half as much as 
the selection of the seven committeemen 
from Cook County who will represent Cook 
County in the State Central committee.

There are the 
usual number of Deputy Sheriffs, 
bailiffs, Deputy County Clerks, Assist- 
ant County Clerks, Aidermen, Assessors, 
and Supervisors looking for nominations. 
Not many of them will be chosen. There has 
not been a convention for five years that 
some of these men. have not been candidates 
and the public is tired of them. The demand 
seems to be that they be shoved aside and that a 
better type of candidates be brought forward. 

E. F. Rennucker. who was a candidate for 
the Republican ‘nomination for West Town 
Assessor last spring, is nowa candidate for 
Sheriff. He resides in the Twelfth Ward, 
which has several candidates besides, includ- 
ing P. J. Cahill for Probate Clerk, William 
Dunn for Criminal Court Clerk, J. R. Parker 
for County Judge.

L. Parks of the Gammon Theological Semi- 
nary, at Atlanta, Ga, Dr. Parks’ subject was 
The Hebrew and Christian State. The 
speaker touched frequently upon points of 
sociology and was frequently applauded, 
When Christ came,“ he said, there was 
the horrible condition faithfully described 
in the first chapter of Romans, in 
which the grossest immorality prevailed, 
Christianity proclaimed God’s law of the 
sanctity of the home; and as the light has 
spread society hus been transformed, till 
whatever social impurity exists skulks away 
from the light of public sentiment under the 
ban of the State; and no statesman or other 
servant of humanity, however great his talent | 
or service can be publicly known to be lead- 
ing an impure life without feeling the wither- 
W. of society.“ 

he speaker laid at the door of the Lord the 
present financial depression in the country: 
| ** He lifted his little finger last summer and 
touched the industrial and commercial con- 
fidence of the people and in a few months 
1,000 millions of our ill-gotten wealth 
| vanished into thin air. It is the curse of God’ 
which must rest upon the Nation which 
breaks his law.. 
The speaker declared that the church and 
the world are entering upon a great social 


era, hat a reformation was at 
hand more comprehensive, farther reach- 
ing, and more beneticial than that 
of the sixteenth century. There 


‘are some indications of how the social revolu- 
tiou will be accomplished. It will not be by 
anarchy. Christianity, which must guide, 
demands that it be a peaceful evolution. It 
will probably be gradual and preserve the 
partial good that is, As the present system is 
‘based upon selfish competition, the new will 
bo based upon some form of codperation, in 
a brotherhood: of man where each one’ 8 loss 
‘must become in actual fact every one’s loss 
and the gain of each must be the gain of all.“ 
At 6 o'clock 300 alumni and their friends 
attended the annual alumni banquet in the li- 
brary of Memorial Hall. The Rev. E. L.

SOUTH CAROLINA NOW JUDICIALLY DRY. 


Its Supreme Court Decides That the Law 
Means Total Prohibition. 


Cotvsra, S. C., May 8,—The dispensary 
law now gives way to rigid prohibition. The 
Supreme Court so declared today in announc- 
ing its decision in a case from Florence ask- 
ing for an injunction to restrain the City 
Council from granting licenses for selling 
liquor, on the ground that there is no law 
authorizing the granting thereof. .The court 
says that under the law as it now stands there 
is nd authority invested with the power to 
grant licenses for the sale of liquor in this 
State. The court also refused .a mation for 
the discharge of a man named Brunson who 
was arrested in Florence for selling liquor 
without a license. The court says that the 
dispensary act of 1892 having been declared 
unconstitutional in all its provisions except 
that forbidding the granting of licenses to sell 
liquor after a certain date, repealing 
clauses of the act must be regarded as if never 
enacted, and hence the previous law for- 
bidding the sale of liquor without a license 
remained in force.
